AN URGENT call for organised in¬ 
dividuals to step up and help with 
this year’s Poppy Appeal has been 
issued in the north of the county 

The Oxfordshire branch of the Royal 
British Legion is looking for an appeal 
organiser to step in at short notice and 
take up the mantle of district organiser 
for Bodicote. 

Volunteers are also being sought as 
well as help with management up and 
down the county before the launch of 
the annual campaign on October 27. 

Mark Garwood, Oxfordshire’s com¬ 
munity fundraiser for the RBL, said he 
was in need of a volunteer with ‘some 
time on their hands’. 

He added: “I’m looking for someone 
with a passion for fundraising, and 
helping beneficiaries have as good a life 
as possible and carry on with their lives 
as normal. 

“It is a very busy time of year and we 
are trying to recruit as many organis¬ 
ers as possible.” 

At present the Oxfordshire branch 
has a total of 92 organisers and hun¬ 
dreds of volunteers going door-to-door 
or hosting events to raise cash. 

Last year, a total of £560,475 was raised 
for RBL through the Poppy Appeal, 
which this year will run until Remem¬ 
brance Sunday on November 13. 

Bodicote, which has about 25 collec¬ 
tors, is lacking an organiser as the pre¬ 
vious holder of the post has moved out 
of the county 

Mr Garwood said: “In Oxfordshire the 
appeal is still going strong. People are 
very generous and always willing to 
give. 

“It’s important to keep it alive because 
we serve the people who have served 
the country in Her Majesty’s Armed 
Forces, both past and present, and their 
families as well. 

“In Oxfordshire we need as many vol¬ 
unteers as possible; every single district 
is worth its weight in gold.” 

At present, Mr Garwood said, the 
Bodicote office was ‘cram-packed’ with 
boxes and tins and wreaths ready to be 
distributed for the appeal. 

Organisers are responsible for sup¬ 
porting street collectors and house-to- 


house collectors and handing out equip¬ 
ment, as well as counting, bagging up 
and banking donations at the end of the 
appeal. 

They must also make sure tins and 
collection boxes are safely stored away. 

Signing up is a relatively simple pro¬ 
cess with prospective organisers only 
required to attend a short induction 
course, then learn on the job shadowing 
others. 

Next year new organisers will also 
be needed for the Thame and Stad- 
hampton districts and RBL is looking 
to fill these posts now. 

Every year more than 350,000 volun¬ 
teers are required across the country 
to raise vital funds supporting former 
Armed Services personnel and their 
families. 

Nicola Tallett, RBL’s interim direc¬ 
tor of fundraising, said: “The Poppy 
Appeal is The Royal British Legion’s 
main fundraising event of the year. 

“The appeal simply wouldn’t be pos¬ 
sible without the tremendous support 


we receive each year from our valued 
volunteers. 

“They are very much the lifeblood of 
the appeal and contribute enormously 
to the charity year-round through a va¬ 
riety of roles. We’d love all who want to 
volunteer with us to get in contact.”

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District ‘could be 
next for fracking’, 
fears councillor 

THE leader of the Labour group in 
Cherwell has called for answers amid fears 
North Oxfordshire could be next for 
fracking. 

Cherwell District Council member Sean 
Woodcock fears the district could be next 
on the fracking agenda with 'damaging' 
consequences to the area's wildlife and 
eco-systems. 

It comes as fracking in Little Plumpton, 
Lancashire, was approved by the 
government last week in what was a 
landmark ruling for the UK shale gas 
industry. 

Mr Woodcock said: "The government's 
decision to overturn Lancashire County 
Council and to allow shale gas 
exploitation, otherwise known as fracking, 
should worry everyone in North 
Oxfordshire. 

"We know that Cherwell has long been 
on a list of areas seen by the government 
as ripe for exactly what we are about to 
see in Lancashire. 

"With this case now out of the way, we 
could be next." 

The leader of the opposition argues that, 
despite the argument that fracking offers 
energy security, there is enough evidence 
proving the negative affect on water 
supplies, wildlife and air pollution is 
damaging. 

He adds: "Worse than that, fracking is a 
risk to people's health. 

"The compounds released by fracking 
have been linked to very serious health 
problems such as cancer, birth defects and 
neurological diseases. 

"That is without mentioning the impact 
of hundreds of extra HGVs on our area's 
roads. 

"I call on our MP Victoria Prentis to get 
some answers from government about 
whether we are next." 


Top recycling tips 

SWATHES of Cherwell residents are unsure 
what they can and cannot recycle, 
according to the local authority. 

For Recycling Week last month, the 
district council held events to bust 
recycling myths. Feedback suggested 
many people did not know what to do 
with plastics, metals and electrical items. 

Debbie Pickford, the lead memberfor 
clean and green, said of plastics: "If it's 
rigid, we recycle it, but if it can be 
scrunched up, we can't. 

"We take batteries and foil trays in 
kerbside collections, the former in a carrier 
bag on top of your bin, the latter in the 
blue bin."

Square against forthcoming sus¬ 
tainability and transformation 
plans (STPs) that will reshape the 
way NHS services are delivered 
across the UK to balance the needs 
of a growing population with ris¬ 
ing costs. 

Keith Strangwood, the chairman 
of Keep the Horton General, said 
on the Monday afternoon: “Ban¬ 
bury had a very strong presence in 
London today” 

The last time such a large local 


group went to Downing Street was 
in 2004, when a petition with 35,000 
signatures calling for the Banbury 
A&E to be preserved was delivered. 

Mr Strangwood said: “The person 
who took the box from me was the 
same who took it from us in 2004. 

“The demonstration went really 
well. All the groups from around 
the country got really loud to¬ 
gether. They all had their own cam¬ 
paign songs and everybody joined 
in. 

“STP is about delivering an NHS 
that the government says it can af¬ 
ford, rather than the one that we 
need.” 

Groups from Huddersfield, Chor- 
ley, Dewsbury, Grantham, Lewish¬ 
am, Wycombe, Empson and other 
areas also took part in the march 
in central London. 

Sustainability and transforma¬ 


tion plans will involve service 
‘reconfiguration’ of the NHS in 
44 new zones marked out by NHS 
England. 

Oxfordshire’s slice of the plans 
is currently being drafted by Ox¬ 
fordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group and will go out to consulta¬ 
tion in January. 

Dr Ken Williamson, the chair¬ 
man of Oxfordshire Keep Our 
NHS Public, said: “We are right 
to be suspicious and to question 
whether these plans are less about 
improvements to patient services 
and more about continuing to se¬ 
verely defund the NHS, secreted 
within the Trojan horse of ‘cost- 
efficiencies’.” 

The NHS has said the STPs are 
about collaboration and conver¬ 
sations with local users will take 
place about them.

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Family demand an inquiry 
into teen refugee’s death

THE family of a teenage refugee killed 
in Banbury earlier this year has 
demanded a full investigation into his 
death. 

An inquest into the death of 
Mohammed Hassan, 17, who died on 
April 1 in a lorry crash in Beaumont 
Road, was due to take place last 
Tuesday at Oxford Coroner’s Court after 
an opening hearing at the same court 
on April 26. 

It has been adjourned as the family 
prepares to mount a legal challenge 
over Home Office handling of the case 
before Mohammed died. 

Mohammed is believed to have been 
the first refugee to be killed in Britain 
this year. 

Originally an Iraqi Kurd, he had been 
living as an unaccompanied minor in 
Dunkirk, northern France, before 
travelling to the UK to try to find his 
uncle, Shamal Salih, who lives in 
Manchester. 

Barrister Kate Beattie of Doughty 
Street Chambers, who is helping to 
represent the family, said: “He told his 
friends he would claim asylum in the 
UK. 

“He was worried about ISIS and the 
progress they had made in Iraq, and he 
realised if he came to them they would 
kill his family.” 

Ms Beattie said authorities would have 
been “starkly confronted” with evidence 
of an unaccompanied minor in Dunkirk 
and had therefore been obligated to 
refer Mohammed to French social 
services. 

She added: “It’s clear the UK border 
agency were aware that Mohammed 
was a child.” 

Assistant coroner Jeremy Chipperfield 
gave lawyers until October 26 to make 
their submissions ahead of a full 
inquest.

This month many local tyre 
retailers will also be offering a 
free tyre safety check.

Service, said: "Without sufficient 
tread depth your tyres may not 
be able to cope properly and you 
face an increased risk of 
aquaplaning."

Helping parents prepare for emergencies 


PARENTS in Banbury can get their 
hands on a babygrow designed to 
help them perform CPR if their 
baby stops breathing. 

The babygrow will be launched 
on Thursday by St John Ambulance 
and Tesco after parents in 
Oxfordshire said it is the first aid 
emergency they fear most. 

With only one-in-four parents out 
of a survey of 2,000 knowing what 
to do in a life-or-death situation,

Project puts range of 
parish records online

FAMOUS names including 
Winston Churchill and CS 
Lewis feature in more than 
four million Oxfordshire 
parish records now being 
made available online. 

The baptism, marriage 
and burial documents 
dating back more than 400 
years of history have been 
digitised by Ancestry, 
which runs the UK largest 
family history website. 

The records are a vital 
resource for people trying 
to identify their ancestors 
and their trawl through the 
archives will now be much 
easier. 

The project to scan the 
parish records was 
completed in conjunction 
with the Oxfordshire Family 
History Society and the 
Oxfordshire History Centre, 
and parish registers 
covering baptisms, 
marriages and burials 
between 1538 to 1965 can 
now be accessed on the 
Internet. 

Wendy Archer, former 
chairman of Oxfordshire 
Family History Society, said: 
"One of the society's key 
objectives is to make 
records widely available - 
that's a dream we had so 
we funded scanning all the 
registers. 

"It cost thousands but it 
will mean that people all 


round the world will now 
be able to access their 
Oxfordshire ancestry. 

"The other important 
thing is that by scanning 
the registers they are no 
longer subject to wear and 
tear and can be looked 
after safely in the history 
centre at St Luke's Church 
in Cowley." 

Mrs Archer said people 
would pay a fee to see the 
records on ancestry.co.uk 
but could see the records 
online free at their local 
library and at the history 
centre. 

Miriam Silverman, 
Ancestry's senior content 


manager, said: "The 
Oxfordshire collection tells 
a story of the lives of 
people living in the area 
over four centuries of 
fascinating history - 
including a host of famous 
names." 

The baptism record of Sir 
Winston Churchill, who was 
born at Blenheim Palace in 
1874, is included, along 
with the burial record of 
Narnia author CS Lewis, 
who died in Oxford in 1963 
and is buried at Holy Trinity 
Church in Headington.

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Foreign workers 
plan is ‘disaster’

to condemn idea to place 
curbs on overseas staff

MOVES to make companies 
hire more British workers 
and restrict the number of 
foreign students could be 
disastrous for Oxfordshire’s 
economy, it has been warned. 

Businesses and politicians said 
high-tech industries - such as IT 
services, engineering, research 
and biotechnology - could be hit 
by the government proposals. All 
are significant industries in the 
county. 

There were also concerns it 
would hamper recruitment in so¬ 
cial care and tourism, with com¬ 
panies angered by suggestions 
they could be forced to publish 
the numbers of foreign workers 
they employ 

Oxford East MP Andrew Smith 
said firms like BMW relied on 
being able to hire skilled foreign 
workers for specialist roles at its 
Cowley plant. 

He added: “A big worry in Ox¬ 
ford is that workers from abroad 


are crucial to the local economy 
Businesses and the universities 
need to be able to get the staff 
they require with the minimum 
amount of bureaucracy. 

“We have been a big beneficiary 
of that in this city, so there will 
be a lot of interest into how these 
new policies could work.” 

Speaking at the Conservative 
Party conference, Home Secre¬ 
tary Amber Rudd said the chang¬ 
es would help “British people get 
the opportunities they need to 
get on in life”. 

But Oxford hotelier Jeremy 
Mogford accused ministers of 
meddling in affairs they did not 
understand. He said three-quar¬ 
ters of the 200 staff at his firm - 
Mogford Hotels and Restaurants 
- were foreign and he struggled 
to attract local recruits to low- 
skilled posts. 

He added: “Our policy has al¬ 
ways been to favour British ap¬ 
plicants in the first instance, but 
many do not want to work in the 
kitchens. The Government is

overstepping its role and needs 
to leave this alone.” 

Bob Price, leader of Oxford 
City Council, said it was “simply 
not feasible” to expect companies 
in some industries to fill all their 
vacancies with British workers. 

The Labour councillor added: 
“We have a dependence on people 
who have come from a range of 
countries around the world and 
they make a huge contribution to 
science and technology. 

“Significant new restrictions 
would be a short-term and long¬ 
term disaster and could harm 
our ability to be competitive.” 

Under current rules employers 
have to undertake a resident la¬ 
bour market test if they want to 
fill a vacancy with a non-EU mi¬ 
grant, which requires them to ad¬ 
vertise the post in the UK for 28 
days. But proposals put forward 
would see new tests created to en¬ 
sure foreign workers are “filling 
gaps in the labour market, not 
taking jobs British people could 
do”, Ms Rudd said. 

Companies would also have to 
“be clear about the proportion 
of their workforce which is in¬ 
ternational”. The Government 
is also examining whether “stu¬ 
dent immigration rules should 
be tailored to the quality of the 
course”.

Exhibition manager at 
Banbury Museum Dale 
Johnston said: "This is one 
of those rare exhibitions 
that combines an 
international story, the 
Cold War, with local 
stories. 

"So many people seem to 
have memories of the

the first time the history of 
this special site." 

The exhibition is open 
from Monday to Saturday 
from 10am until 5pm and 
runs until January 7. 

On Saturday, November 
5, a talk will be held at the 
museum on the intense 
period on the second 
phase of the Cold War from 
1979 to 1986.

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Road closure warning as 
car park is demolished

Multi-storey is set to come 
down to make way for town 
centre regeneration project

DRIVERS, bus passengers and 
pedestrians have been warned 
of temporary road closures 
while a Banbury car park is 
demolished. 

The Castleside multi-storey 
car park permanently closed on 
June 10 this year and is set to be 
knocked down over the coming 
days as part of the town centre re¬ 
generation. 

Until Tuesday, October 18 the 
Castle Street footway will be 
closed and the bus stop relocated 
for safety reasons. 

A single lane road closure man¬ 
aged by temporary traffic lights 
was imposed along Bolton Road on 
Saturday and Sunday but has now 
been lifted. 

Councillor George Reynolds, 
the deputy leader of Cherwell 
District Council, said: “This is a 
very significant and complicated 
demolition within the heart of the 
town centre and we are taking all 
possible steps to minimise disrup¬ 
tion for people living, working and 


travelling in the area. 

“We are continuing to demolish 
the structure working from the out¬ 
side in towards the centre. 

“We want to ensure people are 
kept a comfortable distance from 
this work which is why we are im¬ 
posing these temporary closures.” 

Following an inspection of the car 


park earlier this year an independ¬ 
ent structural engineer said the car 
park had ‘significant structural is¬ 
sues’. 

The 620-space site was operated by 
Indigo and owned by the council. 

The week-long footway closure 
will take place on the pavement run¬ 
ning alongside the car park. 


It will affect the stretch running 
from the pedestrian crossing near 
the WRVS Centre down to the junc¬ 
tion with Bolton Road. During this 
time the bus stop in front of the car 
park will be moved further along 
the same road next to the Gala Bin- 
go car park, towards the junction 
with North Bar and Southam Road. 


Figures show a 
fall in number 
of child arrests 

THE number of children arrested 
in Thames Valley has fallen by 64 
per cent in the past five years, 
figures show. 

Statistics published today by the 
Howard League for Penal Reform 
revealed during 2015, Thames 
Valley Police made 2,872 arrests of 
boys and girls under 17 - compared 
to 8,012 in 2010. 

The charity said the decrease was 
down to their campaign to keep 
youngsters out of the criminal 
justice system. 

Frances Crook, chief executive of 
the charity, also praised the force 
for the reduction in child arrests. 

She added: “The Howard League 
is proud to have played its part in a 
significant change to the policing 
and life chances of children. 

“It is particularly gratifying the 
reduction in child arrests matches 
exactly the reduction in custody for 
children, and it is no coincidence. 

“We have stemmed the flow of 
children into the justice system and 
the consequential downward spiral 
into crime and custody.” 

Across England and Wales, police 
made 102,666 arrests of boys and 
girls aged 17 and under during 2015 
- a 58 per cent reduction in five 
years. 

Nationally, the arrests of girls are 
falling at a faster rate than arrests 
of boys. 

Police recorded a 63 per cent drop 
in girls’ arrests between 2010 and 
2015, while the number of girls in 
prison has also decreased by the 
same proportion.

KIDS just wanna have fun but 
the pursuit of reckless abandon 
comes at a price - virginity, 
childhood innocence, morality - 
in Andrea Arnold’s 
mesmerising, naturalistic 
portrait of disenfranchised 
youth. 

Semi-improvised like her 
previous films Red Road and 
Fish Tank, American Honey is a 
bravura study of loneliness, 
abandonment and sexual 
awakening, illuminated by 
director of photography Robbie 
Ryan’s documentary-style 
camerawork that remains 
uncomfortably close to 
characters as their emotional 
states unravel. 

This voyeuristic intimacy 
heightens in the explicit, though 
dramatically necessary sex 
scenes, which leave nothing to 
the imagination and are 
awkwardly fuelled by 
adrenaline. 

We know every inch of the 
actors’ bodies by the time the 
end credits roll. 

Admittedly, it is a test of 
endurance to reach that point 
and Arnold and her editor Joe 
Bini could have happily 
trimmed at least 20 minutes. 

In this instance, you can have 
far too much of a good thing. 

Once again, director Arnold 
has unearthed a dazzling raw 
talent in lead actress Sasha 
Lane, who was spotted 
sunbathing on a beach and was 
cast without previous 
experience in front of the 
camera. 

This gamble pays off 
handsomely - Lane burns 
brightly in every scene, bristling 
with defiance and vulnerability 
as her free-spirited character 
barrels towards the cusp of 
womanhood at frightening 
speed. 

Eighteen-year-old Star (Lane) 


has been left to care for two 
young siblings, while her 
mother implodes on drugs. 

The children scour dumpsters 
for discarded food still fit for 
consumption and at night, Star 
endures the groping hands of 
her abusive stepfather. 

During a sortie to a 
supermarket, Star encounters a 
group of fun-loving teenagers 
led by Jake (Shia LaBeouf), who 
claims to be the manager of a 
door-to-door magazine 
subscription business. 

“You can make 300 dollars a 
day if you’re good,” Jake 
assures Star. 

Determined to escape the 
degradation of home, Star hits 
the road with Jake and the other 
kids, including misfit Pagan 
(Arielle Holmes) and blonde 
prankster Corey (McCaul 
Lombardi). 

As they arrive at a motel, Star 
encounters the business’ iron- 
fisted boss, Krystal (Riley 
Keough), who only retains 
youngsters that sell 
subscriptions by peddling fake 
sob stories. 

Failure won’t be tolerated. 

Aside from a bloated running 
time, American Honey is a 
technical tour de force that also 
resonates on a deep emotional 
level. 

We feel every sucker punch to 
Star’s destiny and Arnold 
underscores these pivotal 
moments with pop and rock hits 
by the likes of Calvin Harris and 
Rihanna, Bruce Springsteen and 
Lady Antebellum. 

Newcomer Lane delivers a 
performance of unvarnished, 
painful honesty that holds our 
attention.

THE final days of the Sri Lankan 
civil war were truly terrible for 
those caught up in it.

THE facelifted post-2011 version of 
Volkswagen’s first generation 
Tiguan targeted compact SUV and 
Crossover customers alike with a 
high quality, well priced package 
that was smarter and more efficient. 

If you’re looking for a compact 
SUV or family-sized Crossover 
from the 2011 to 2016 era, then 
you’ll certainly not be short of 
choice. But choice can some¬ 
times be a compromising thing - 
and so it is here. So for the pre¬ 
mium badge you’d like on a car 
of this kind, you have to compro¬ 
mise on equipment. For the prac¬ 
ticality you’ll need, you have to 
compromise on trim and build 
quality. And for the all-wheel 
drive ability you’ll maybe some¬ 
times want, you’ve to compro¬ 
mise on tarmac driving pleasure. 
Volkswagen understands this, 
which is why in 2008, they 
brought us this car, the Tiguan, a 
contender in this class that was 
arguably less compromised than 
any other. Especially in the reju¬ 
venated guise that arrived here 
in the middle of 2011, the model 
we’re focusing on here as a used 
buy. 

As for prices for this post-2011- 
era model, well the 2.0 TDI HOPS 


2WD variant many buyers will 
want costs from around £11,700 
in base ‘S’-spec guise if you find 
a post-facelift ’11-era car, with 
prices ranging up to around 
£20,200 for a later ’15-era model. 
The 140PS 2.0 TDI 2WD model 
was worth around £250 more 
than the feebler HOPS variant. 
Go for a plusher 140PS ‘Sport’- 
trimmed 2.0 TDI Tiguan and 
you’re looking at paying around 
£13,500 for an early ’11-era ver¬ 
sion, with prices ranging up to 
around £22,000 for a later ’15-era 
model. What though, if you want 
a 2.0 TDI Tiguan with 4WD? The 
all-wheel-driven 2.0 TDI 140PS 
model is priced from around 
£12,800 for an ’11-era base-spec ‘S’ 
model, with prices rising to 
around £22,200 for a later ’15-era 
version. Go for a plusher ‘Sport’- 
trimmed 2.0 TDI 140 variant and 
the price span runs between 
£14,300 and £23,700. 

When this Tiguan first arrived 
on the market, it was one of the 
few compact SUVs you could 
switch into from an ordinary 
family hatchback without notic¬ 
ing much difference. Today, 
almost all cars in this sector are 
like that, but this one remains an 


appealing choice, still one of the 
keener models in its class on tar¬ 
mac. 

It’s an easy car to drive in-town 
thanks to good all-round visibili¬ 
ty and reasonably a tight 12m 
turning circle. And the optional 
self-parking system’s a real boon 
in such an urban environment, 
effortlessly steering you into the 
tightest spaces. On the open 
road, as we’ve already suggested, 
there’s nothing especially memo¬ 
rable about the driving experi¬ 
ence, but it is pleasantly refined, 
with a slick feel to the six-speed 
manual gearbox, or the optional 
silky-smooth DSG twin-clutch 
7-speed semi-automatic. 

If you are one of the few 
Tiguan customers considering 
petrol power, then the choice lies 
between a couple of TSI units. 
There’s a 1.4 with 160PS and 
optional 4MOTION drive and a 
2.0-litre powerplant developing 
either 180 or 210PS, the latter 
Golf GTI engine capable of pow¬ 
ering this unassuming little con¬ 
tender to sixty in just 7.8s on the 
way to 134mph. Standard on all 
the most powerful Tiguans is a 
full-time 4MOTION four-wheel 
drive system that most of the 


time, with fuel saving in mind, 
diverts only 10% of drive to the 
rear axle. Should the rear axle- 
mounted Haldex electro-hydrau¬ 
lic clutch detect wheelslip how¬ 
ever, the system is capable of 
directing as much as 100% of 
torque rearwards, the propor¬ 
tion adjusted to suit the condi¬ 
tions. 

Escape buyers also get an ‘off¬ 
road mode’, supposed to improve 
and simplify control of the vehi¬ 
cle off the beaten track. 
Activating this function modi¬ 
fies the throttle and the braking 
to better suit off piste condi¬ 
tions, reduces the likelihood of 
stalling, offers assistance climb¬ 
ing up steep slopes and provides 
a hill descent control system to 
help you down them. All Tiguans 
can offer a rear departure angle 
of 28-degrees and a breakover 
angle of 20-degrees, but if you 
have to ask about that when 
you’re out and about, then you’re 
probably somewhere you 
shouldn’t have ventured with 
this car in the first place. 

It’s not hard to see why the first 
generation Tiguan proved to be 
such a popular choice in its sec¬ 
tor here in the UK. You get pretty 


much all the quality of premi- 
um-badged compact SUV for the 
price of a budget brand contend¬ 
er. You get pretty much all the 
tarmac handling ability of a 
Qashqai-like Crossover with vir¬ 
tually all the off road ability of 
something more capable. And it 
all comes with the enduring 
appeal of that Volkswagen badge 
and the enduring residual values 
that’ll go along with it. 

Such has always been this car’s 
appeal and not much changed 
with this revised post-2011-era 
version. It’s not a car for driving 
enthusiasts or those who live 
halfway up Snowdon - but then 
such people are unlikely to be 
shopping in this sector anyway 
What the Tiguan did offer in this 
improved form was enhanced 
running costs from a more effi¬ 
cient range of engines that made 
the transition to a car like this 
from an ordinary family hatch 
less painful than ever. A sensible 
choice then, but one you’ll enjoy 
making.
